3. A salt according to claim 2 wherein the salt is a toluenesulfonate, benzenesulfonate , 
nosylate, brosylate, besylate or mesitylate salt. 

4. A salt according to any previous claim in which the salt is in solid form. 

5. A salt according to any previous claim which is [2-(9-oxa-3,7-diazabicyclo[3.3.1]non-3- 
yl)-ethyl]-carbamic acid tert-hutyl ester 2,4,6-trimethylbenzenesulfonic acid.

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wherein Y represents O or N(R^) and R"*, R^ R^ and B are as hereinbefore defined, at a 
temperature in the range of 0**C to 100**C for example at elevated temperature (e.g. 60°C 
to reflux) in the presence of a water and in the presence of a base. 

7. A process according to claim 6 in which the salt has been previously isolated in solid 
form. 

8. A process according to either claim 6 or claim 7 for the preparation of rerNbutyl 2-{7- 
[(25)-3-(4-cyanophenoxy)-2-hydroxypropyl]-9-oxa-3,7-dia2a-bicyclo[3.3.1]-non-3- 
yl}ethylcarbamate which comprises reacting a salt of [2-(9-oxa-3,7- 
diazabicyclo[3.3.1]non-3-yl)-ethyl]-carbamic acid tert-hxxtyl ester with 4-[(25)- 
oxiranylmethoxyjbenzonitrile at a temperature in the range of 0°C to lOO'^C in the 
presence of water and in the presence of a base. 

9. A process according to any one of claims 6, 7 or 8 in which an isolated salt of [2-(9- 
oxa-3,7-diazabicyclo[3.3.1]non-3-yl)-ethyl)-carbamic acid iert-butyl ester is used. 

10. A process according to either claim 9 wherein the salt is the 2,4,6- 
trimethylbenzenesulfonic acid salt.
